The Agricultural 
Exhibition 


rhe action of the Bow Valley 
Rural Municipality in refusing a 
grant to the Strathmore and 
Bow Valley Agricultural Society 
has been received with mixed 
feelings The refusal of the 
grant makes ita moot question 
whether there will be an exhibit- 
ion this year or not. The oppos- 
i ion seems to 3e based mainly on 
three grounds—one, the feeling 
of some parts of the district that 
itisan undue favor to Strathmc re 
at the expense of the district; 
second, the example that some of 
the other societies have shown in 
devoting a larger proportion of 
the funds of exhibitions to sports 
instzad of premiums for agri- 
culture; and third, thatthe Muni- 
cipality needed all the money it 
could raise for road improve 
ment, and could not afford any 
for other purposes. 

The third is the only objection 
that has any show of reason behind 
it, as the promoters of the exhibit- 
tion never contemplated spending 
any otf the premium money on 
and secondly, that Strath- 
more is the only logical place in 
the Municipality, to hold an exhi- 


sports, 


bition, as itis in almost the centre 
of the Mucicipality, and is the only 
place above the status of a hamlet 
in it. An Agricultural exhibition, 
to be successful, requires all the 
assistance it can get, and the place 
where the greater number of people 
are is the best place to get it. 
Numerous other Municipalities 
throughout the Province have made 
grants to agricultural societies, and 
we are sorry to se? Bow Valley tak- 
ing a retrogade step, especially ina 
district where the encouragement of 
good stock breeding is of so much 
importance. The promoters of the 
exhibition, mostly farmers them- 
s, naturally feel that if the

ers feel so jiitle interest’ in the 
scheme there is litthe encourage- 
ment for them to go ahead, but we 


bope that the idea of an exhibition 
on September 4 will not be abandon-

The buiding is finished mside 
with white glazed tile and butit 
of hol ow tle, with aa outer 
surtace ft brick, thus 
the most sanitary and hygteste 
prlincip es. 

The big

tube boilers are lying outside 
ready to be setin. The smoke- 
stack and force draft apparatus 
has also arrived, a. d_ the rest of 
the equipment is expected to 
arrive shortly, It is stated that 
the new powerhouse and cream- 
ery will be in operation in June 
or July of this vear. 

When these improvements are 
effected the Demonstration Farm 
will be the largest and best 
equipped in) Western Canada, 
and should be able to take 
care of the dairy production of 
the whole Strathmore district. 

We understard that a further} 
series of extensions will be gone 
on with this year. These 
include a large cowbarr, and an 
additional clubhouse for the} 
members of the staff who are 
bachelors, the staff having much 
increased in the past year. 

A visit to the Demonstration | 
Farm will convince Strathmore | 
people of the value of the large 
industry that is being built up} 
in their midst, and the perman-| 
ent nature ofthe buildings being | 
erected shows the confidence that 
the Canadian Pacific Railway | 
Company have in the future of

The Demonstration Farm will]

It will probably be necessary to ¢ 
change the diet entirely, the pa- % 
tient taking, for perhaps a week 
ata time, milk aud renouncing 
all ordinary food, such as Is apt 
to give rise to irritability of the 
stomach, Ata later stage, wheu 
the irritation may be presumed 
tu have subsided, a gradual re- 
turn should be wade to ordinary 
diet. 

Potatoes and green vegetables 
are articles which should be pro- 
hibited until a healthy state of 
the digestion has been estab- 
lished. Tea and coffee had bet- 
ter be replaced by cocoa, and, as 
regards meat foods, a little fine- 
ly divided mutton or fowl or 
tripe should first be tried. Beef 
should not be taken until the 
healthy state has been re-estab- 
lished, It will be well to remem- 
ber the rules for healthy diges- 
tlon—that there should be rest 
both before and after,meals and 
that the food should be thorough- 
ly divided by the teeth.

| Ambergris Is One of the Most Prized | Especially on a Cold Night When a 


Products of the Deep. 
A plece of ambergris estimated to 
, be worth about 
| brought into Victoria, B.C., was de- 
clared to be one of the largest 
masses of this strance sea treasure 
ever found, 
Because of its great value, the in- 
frequency with which it is found and 
the mystery which long existed as to 
its origin ambergris from the earliest 
times has been regarded as one of the 
most prized products of the deep. It 
is a solid, fatty, inflammable sub- 
ull gray or 
blackish color, and possessing after 
exposure to the air a peculiarly 
sweet, earthy odor. Ambergris is now 
known to be a morbid secretion form- 
ed in the intestines of the sperm 
whale, but for centuries {t was var- 
jously believed to be the solidified 
foam of the sea, fungoid marine 
growth, gum which exuded from the 
trees and flowed into the ocean, or 
bye-product of bird life. 
Ambergris occurs in lumps of var- 
Jous shapes and sizes from half an 
ounce to 150 pounds or more. When 
first taken from the whale it throws 
off a very offensive odor. This grad- 
ually gives way to a subile aroma, 
sald by some wriiers faintly to sug- 
gest that of honey, Although its a'- 
most sole use to-day is the making 
| of perfumery, ambergris was for cen- 

turies highly esteemed as a medicine 
| for certain diseases, and it was long 
used in the sacred rites of the church 


and ,in connection with fragrant 
fxums burned in the apartments of 
royaliy. 


All seafaring men are consiantly 
on the lookout for ambergris, yet 
many whaling skippers in fifty years 
of experience have never come across 
a quarter ounce of the substance The 
amount of ambergris produced annu- 
ally from all sources varies greatly, 
scarcely any being found in some 
years, while in others a single chunk 
worth $100,000 and more may be 
brought in by some fortunate vessel, 

What is undoubtedly the most val- 
uable lot ever secured up to recent 
date was a mass of 162 pounds ob- 
tained in 1891, and was finally sold in 
London for about $506,000. For trade 
reasons details as to its finding and 
marketing were long veiled in deep- 
est secrecy. One of the most valu- 
able pieces of ambergris ever received 
in America was taken in 1894 from 
a whale near the Cape Verde Islands. 
It weighed 10% pounds and sold for 
about $26,004, the best parts bring- 
ing $250 a pound,

St. Paul's was built in the year 
that Wolfe took Quebee. They talk 
as familiarly about the General in 
the environs of St, Paul's ae though 
he were the godfather of the city, 
which he almost was, from his career 
at Loulsbourg in the reign of good 
Queen Anne. The lumber was sawn 
{n the mills of Boston and floated up 
in the old wooden ships into the 
great harbor still bie enough to held 
the combined war fleets of the world 
And the hammers that built St. Paul's 
of Yankee lumber should have been 
preserved and hung in the vestry 
along with the Queen Anne plate 

Around the “Grand Parade” that 
made the uphill square about &t 
Paul's the heroes and the plain peo- 
ple of Ha'fax made a brave show 
back in the 18th century. The grand 
parade is over, but the hatehments 
remain. The snce clanking streets 
where spurs and cavairy horses and 
drilling battalions and swaggering 
sail s held a gort of daily carnival 
are now much sobered down to the 
commonplace automobile and the de- 
liver, wagon. Railway offices and 
hotel ‘buses, newsboys and lumbering 
drays are doing thelr best to male 
the “Grand Parade’ 'a 9oart of med- 
ern everyday Canada. But St. Paul's 
(twice enlarged since 1759) hangs on 
religiously to e romantic side of 
life and history It has been de- 
scribed as a London chureb of the 
18th century. It has at present a 
very sober-hued congregacion of 
plain working folk, few of whom 
wear even top bats, But it has stuck 
as ;iously to what made St. Paul's 
historically great as any of the cathe 
drals of England that stabled Crom- 
well’s horses, It has a perfect arch- 
acological collection of relics, There 
are brass plates and memorial tablets, 
seulptures by Crantry and Gibson: 
communion plate that came from her 
Majesty Queen Anne, to wit — twe 
flagons, height 13 inches (Anne); 
one chalice, 10 inches (George I.), 
and one alms basin (Anne). The 
visitors’ register contains hundreds of 
names of people who have taken up 
somebody's valuable time showing 
them about and telling them the 
story. 

That's what St. Paul's ts for—io 
the tourist. That way it resembles 
the rest of Halifax, which exists as 
far as possible to remind people of 
what used to be in the days when 
nobody got rich except by plunder, 
and when soldiers and sailors were 
thicker on the streets than Christie 
hais are to-day. You go to St. Paul's 
not altogether for divine service. You 
go to remind yourself that religion in 
some places is forever bound up with 
history, and that you can't take stock 
in one without ineluding the otier. 
What the great —t. Paul's Cathedral 
is to big Imperial and parochial 
London, the parish church of &t 
Paul's built of Boston lumber is to 
Halifax, that never will quit being 
glorified by history until the great 
harbor becomes a saud heap and the 
guns at the citadel are consumed 
with rust. 

Quebec may be the great listorie 
town of the St. Lawrence. Halifax it 
not less the monumental reminder of 
the splendid swaggering and wooden 
days when the sailing vessele came up 
from Boston with loade of lumber for 
the building of St. Paul's; when Gen. 
Wolfe quit Louisbourg and sailed up 
the river to capture Quebec in the 
year that (he last shingle nail was 
driven in St. Paul's and the “Grand 
Parade" was alive with a grand guste 
of Governors and Colonels and Dukes 
and Knights and common soidiers, 
cavalrymen and foot soldiers, iae™ 
tere and Admirals.
